Ever since .idolf Eichmann was arrested by on Israeli com- 
mando 3quad in Buenos Mres on 11 May, the press has been circu- 
lating the most contradictory stories about this arrest notion a 
about Eichmann ’ s underground existence since 1045. The scene <">i 
these wild tales is sometimes set in Damascus and Kuweit, though 
it has been Droved that Eichmann was never there; other reports 
seem to orente the impression that they i;,sued diroc.tly from the 
interrogation center near Tel Aviv, which so far no one except 
Commander Selinger, the Israeli chief investigator, has been 
able -to enter. German nevrs magazines and dailies let their 
special correspondents feed them the most inc.rodiole details, 
ranging from Eichmann ’s abductior from Syria', where he was 
supnosoa to have, dealt in arms, to the adventurous description 
of the chase which the T 3 rao 1 i agents staged to catch the 
murderer of their people during the last 15 years. On 23 .liny, 
Israel's Prime Minister Bon Ourion announced that Eichmann had 
been apprehended. On the same day Israeli Minister of Justice 
Rosen declareu that the time, place, and circumstances of his 
arrest we -e. top secret and would never be announced • But on 
the very next morning, our Stern reporter discovered in Buenos 
Aires the trail of the man who" Fad called himself Ricardo 
Moment and who in reality was Adolf Eichmann. The cover name 
and the first three photoo of camera-shy Eichmann reached the 
world press through Stern magazine. It was Stern reporters who 
sucreoded in finding Eichmann ' -3 personal notes and the nhoto 
album of the Eichmann family; the fami 1/ had vanished in the mea. 
time . Thus, "torn magazine is the only, publication in the world 
which can toll the complete postwar story of the i.ian v'mr ■ire;" i - 
co ■ Justice Ja.'-'scn called "the darkest figure of thic cent, 
f .'h. K-tmb»rg trial s. 
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The occupants of the ''island" wore all .employed as lumber 
jacks by tho firm of Burmar.n and Co. — all except a Red Cross 
nurse bv the name of Ruth, who cookod for t>y mar and took core 
of them, Richmann, alias honinger, shared a room vritn Eduard 
framer, who is a post office employee today. 

Hero is what framer told our Stern reporter ■ hiodemann. 

"I shared u room with Otto Heninger. Re "'."as whnt you might call 
a "good buddy." The thing we like particularly about him was 
his groat sense of justice. He always took great pains to 
make sure that tho food portions vrero divided in a fair fa sod on ■ 
He- never joined us in our evening card games. He seamed to be 
mcro intelligent than the rest of the fellows who stayed at 
the 'island.* I remember that-ho talked with a slight Austrian 
twang. " 

' Eduard Tremor further stated that Honinger always wore 
an old, converted Wehrmacht uniform one -an old. green hunter's 
net. according to Tromor, he lived a moro retiring life thar. 
the otners; ho was clo jo-mouthed and rather reticent - in his 
conversations -- a sort of lone wolf . 

h short time boforo tne currency reform, Eichmann- 
Honinger's employer, the- firm of 3urmarn and Co., Trent bankrupt. 
VThat T-ua left was taken over by anothei lumber firm by the nrnte 
of Braun, which however likewise die not weather the currency 
reform for long. The lumber jacks were out in tho cold. 

r.ichmann took a room ir, tho hone of war widow Anna Lind- 
horst in Altansalakoth, leased a paten' of grass behind her 
bouse, and began to sat up a email chicker. farm there.

He paid his rent for ohe room and tho land punctually; 
lie livoc a good life; the occasional .visits by rn elegant, 
platinum-blond lady wore a c handled tnr.t raithor Mrs • Lind- 
horst, nor innkoopar Helms, whore the blond was staying, got 
the impression that she was Honinger -Sichmann ’ s mistress. 

Welly ivra.viotr vvns hor name — .and tho facts about hsr could 
be found out only ir. Baltimore, USA, for th„t is -.rherp she 
was from. 

Lolly Kuohn, tho widow Krcvietz, nee Bauer, frem Pricn 
on Lake Chiem, was tho first p-rson with whoa. Bicnmanr. came 
into contaot after hij escape from the cc.mp at Gbordachsuotten- 
Eichnaur'a cumparior. on this escape was the VYaffe.n-SS Sergeant 
hurt Bauer, Welly's brother; it was he who told Elchmann to 
look up hie sister in Frien. 

Nelly was a widow — her husband had boon killed in action

ho told Nolly that his name was Eichmaru,, that he was involved 
in tne persecution of tho Jews, and that he would like to go 
to North Germany. Ha told hor he had a contact there. 

Nelly diu not know whore to place thS.s name "Eichmann •" 

Ha told her nothing. Obediently, she bought r. t’-ai.n ticket 
for him, acccapanied him to Hamburg, and then they went t’aoi.* 
separate ways. 

Eichmr.nn went to Eversen and registered as Otto Hcninger 
at the local town hall. 

Tho people in Prion soy that Nelly thereafter devoted her 
time to attractive Americans, but her soft spot for fieninger- 
Eichmann drew her away and she went north, to Lucneburg Heath. 
Says Nelly today* "I was alone, -and he was alone. ..I always 
brought him something to eat, too." 

In 1950, she received a lottcr from Eichmnnrf. Content; 
thanks for your’holp; I cm going to + he So^iot Zone to give 
myself up to the Russians. They v.dll oither use mo in their 
setup or thoy will execute mo. At any into, I am dead to tho 
rest of tho world. And hero is a sentence Nelly roreerabers 
word for word: "Tf you do not hear from me within 4 weeks, 

you can make tho sign of the cross over my name." 

Nelly heard no more from Eichmann. In 1953, she went to 
America ar.d married delicatessen store owner George huohn in 
Ealtiracre. She is widowed once more and still live3 in Balti- 
more, whero she told Stein roportor Kolarr about her adventure 
with Eichmann. 

The meaning of fciahmann -Hcninger* s last letter is quite 
clears he was ready to go overseas and was trying to wipe out; 
hia traces. 

But to Mrs. Lindhorst — in whose ,vl tense Izkohh homo ho 
lived until the spi ing of 1950 --‘he told sin entirely diffrrori 
ta’Ve one ni~ht. He said he was getting ready to leave shortly 
for Norway or Sweden, where he hoped to work in his trade •- 
electric machine-building, The chickens wore supposed to be 
picked up by Mr. Pcierslcbor — which actually happened later o v . 

And then Cttc Honingor, alias Adolf Eic’unann was suddenly 
gone. Ho was on his v.my to .irgentina and the little village 
comr unity forgot him. Nobody evor asked for him — not while 
he vsae thoru, nor after ho had left. Nobody had ever looked 
for him. at- \versen, on the edge of Lucneburg Heath; nor did 
anybody icoic for him later cn in Argentina. 

Mo v.as one of the principal war criminals; as such, he 
was carried on nany black lists; still, his family could for 
years live with him under his own name. 

Why? 

Why -- for decades — did apparently no govern:. cut agency,

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i'.'.stice a nun like Adolf Eichmnnn who hoc been branded as murderer 
cf European Jewry in dozens of books, brochures, articled, and 
doci’mort collections ?

Richraann made it his mission to remedy this paradoxical i I 

situation. . He suggested the creation of a "Central agency . • | 

for Jewish Emigration" whoso direction he tock over ar.d in ! 

v/hich all agencies were represented whose stamps, permits, ' 

and papers a Jew needed in order to leave the Scrmn Reich, 

The first scene cf action of this central agency was 
Vienna, where 3i.ch.mann set up a preductiun-iino ticket-window 
system, wbicli reduced the previously endless paper shuffling 
to a few liays. "here it had taken a Je.* months to got an 
<■ exit permit, ho could row got i* in a very short time. ' , . 

During there years, Richmnnn wac the very medol of a 
correct, diligent official; he dealt with his Jewish customers 
in cn aloof but polite manner; of courso, in the excitement 
of day-to-day buslnest, he once slapped Dr. Loowenherz, chair- 
man of the Vienna Jewish cultural community; but when he 
slapped him anouher time in the pr sence of his subordinates, . 
he immediately apoiegizod. dosider:, the personnel of his 
bureau consisted mostly of Viennese who, true to their oasy- 
goirg nature, w-re quite peaceful most of the timo. 

Deportation to Freedom '

Only f .r:.entina and Chile were somewhat magnanimous in 
those ucys. Tho US and Canada were somewhat lees opon-hearte J 
but tho European countries did hot see whot was about to happen. 

Probably no more than 50, COO Jews found the roed to 
safety through Fichmunn ' 3 Central linigration Agency in Vienna- ■ 

Fond'-eds of thousands did nor get r.ny tisas and were '■ r-'t v o 1 
'.■.'a J.t for a hi J oous free . 
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Biclimann caw that his emigration business did net have 
much of q chance of ridding che Reich of tho Jews. He began to 
think about a different solution. He is one of 'tn<' invento-s 
of the abstruse plan of making the island of Madagasoar a 
reservation for Jews. Tho men in the ’’Reich Security Main 
Office” discussed this brainstorm for months; finally tho men 
charg.d with devising the ’‘final solution” realized that there 
was very little chance of their ever getting Hadagascai for 
this purpose. 

But Eichmann stuck to the idea cf a . "Jewish, reservation 1 
and he finally got one -- a place called Theresionstadt . This 
town on the 0ger Ri^er actually became a miniature Jewish. strto 
Hermetically sealed off from the outside world, it had its ovn 
government, its own police, its own currency and stamps; 20, ’GOO 
Jews lived there like or. an island, until well into the war, 
under relatively bearable conditions. Of course, they wore nc t 
alwuys the some Jews; new ones came and the others left — to 
go to the J-uschwitz gas chambers. 

Finally, ■ Eichmann hit on tho idea of moving them from tar 
"German sphere of influence" to Polish Galicia. fiut here he 
’’an into, the determined resistance of "Governor General" Karl 
Frank, who was busy a'e-Jewing the conquered Polish territories 
Frank’ forbade Eichmann to enter the Government General. 

The founding of the Jewish reservation at Therufierscrdt 
was the last act in the history of the final solution which vas 
not yet aimed at the ’ systematic physical annihilation cf the 
Jews. 

Then began the organized mass murder. ■ In Argentina, a 
dozer, years later, Eichmann had this to say on t-he subject: 
it was indeed horrible, but it was necessary; after all, the 
Fuehrer ha:’ ordered it. And he, Eichmann, anyway had nothing 
to do with thoir nnr.i hilation ; ' he ras not a destroyer; he was 
just ridin ; hord on the Jews and corralling them; he did no 
more than any Allied transportation officer whose’ job it was 
to move bombs to airfields and who never knew whether these 
bombs would hit bridges ana soldiers or women and children. 

Tho is this Biclunann, who figured out these formalistic 
excuses for himself?. 

Is fie a blood-thirsty boast, a perverted mass murderer 
like h’amann or a slayer like Fleil? Is he a Nero whoso bowar 
was his downfall, to whom humuD lives meant nothing if tney 
stood in the ay of his ambitious plans? 1 

Did he personally hate the Jews whoa, he turned over tc 
tho gos chambers by tho hundreds of thousands' 
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Beast or "Good Buddy? " 

that is not the kind of man Eichmann is. 

Today, tenporary post office employee Eduard Tramor, 
with whom Eichmanr: worked together in the forest under tho 
assumed name of Otto Honinger, calls him a "good buddy." 
‘framer's wife Ruth still cannot grasp the fact that hor 
wedding jurist Otto Heningor is supposed to bo a "murdorer." 

"He was always so quiet and reticent," she tells us. 

"He was really romantic." find then she rocounts how Heningsr- 
Eichmann used to love to take long walks in the woods and how 
he used to play the violin in front of the barracks in the 
evening. He played classical music -- Schubert and Beethoven. 
And she told how Eichmann drew back v.-hen another Red Cross 
nurse by the name of Eva used to listen to him play tho violin 
every night; but that was only a pretext, supposedly, for this 
girl was really "trying t- pick him up." "My wife and kids 
are still in Czechoslovakia. I'd have to be a real heel to 
betray my '.vifo like this." That is vfhat Eichmann allegedly 
rupliod when Ruth asked him whether ho was really net" at all 
interested in Eva. 

Widow Anna Lindhorst in Altcnsalzkoth, Landkrois Celle, 
in whose home Heninger-Eichmann lived until’ 1950, today says 
the same thing the Argentine Jew Francisco Schmidt says. 
Eichmann lived in Schmidt's home in Olivos from 1954 until 
2 months prior to his ab uction. Both maintain that her was 
a correct, punctual payer, and a pleasant roomer. 

And Klaus Eic’unann, his oldest son, a few days ago 
wrote an open letter to his father who is being held captive 
in Israel. In it he said: "I cannot accept the accusations 

against you. But even if they were true, you will always 
bo my father, and I will always be your .eldest son. I will 
never desort you." 

'Who then in this Adolf Eichmann, whom semo people call 
the "darkest figure of this contury, " while others say that 
he was a. good buddy, a romantic at heart, a faithful husband, 
a loving father, and a punctually paying, pleasant roomer? 

We get some indication from the talks Mercedes employee 
Ricardo IQement had in Buenos Aires with the few intimates 
who knew about his past as AdolfUflichmann.' 

"I harbor no personal hatred for individual Jews," ho 
said. "I always treated tho Jews I mot in an entirely correct 
fashion, based on respect -- of course, only in line of duty." 

And then ho told about his visit to Palestine. "In 
the fall of 1937,' I stood on Mtl Carmel and looked down oh the 
oil tanks of Haifa and the land of Palestine. Now, 1 am an 
idoalist myself, and I was highly impressed by what I saw at 
that time in tae wr.y cf Jew'.sr- construction and ta.nncic-.s 
will to live. " 
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Ho harbored r.o personal hatred;' bis relations with the 
men who were stru ;gling with him for the lives of their core- 
ligionists he termed "correct" -- '’of course oiilv in line of 
duty.” And he specks of his "iaoaiism. " Once ho told someone* 
"We fougnt with open visors.” And when the ran wanted tc Know • 
the meaning of correct attitude and open visor in a situation - 
wheie he (Biohmann) was facing dofenscless people, whil' him- 
self holding unlimited power -- people who "'ere destined for 
horrid death -- Eichinann replied, quite excitedly:- "but I had 
nothing co do with that part of it. ¥ho dirty work was doae c' 
the S3 Management and administration bureau.. We did not fighv 
winh daggers and poison; we fought with intellectual weapons.' 
rind when you as!; him about the type of intellectual weapon If 
used, Eiciopanr. gets lost in the same old race philosophy; h s 
tells the cld wives' tala about the "Wise Man cf "ion" who 
allegedly rule the world, and finally ho says: "Well, any.t.% 

it was not for me to ask any questions. I had taken an ras! 
on the flag :< nd I had to obey, tbie political leadership o 
the Reich had ordered the final solution of the Jewish pro'.lcir 
and I vie: entrusted with its implementation. I was a solder 
and I hod to obey. Do you understand that.?'' ' . 

Tliis is the schizophrenia of this man. Reading ni-- nates 
and listening to reports about the conversations he had r : th 
others, wc cr.n believe him when he asserts that he is still 
convinced that his mission was necessary and that he bohv.ed 
correctly, he is a conscientious, painstaking bureaucrat -- 
though a murderer bureaucrat. 

Eichmann knew exactly what was happening to the ye'plo 
he vas "ccralling." A few months after t*-o start cf thr :ampai_;n 
an Russia, Gestapo Chief, SI Group Commander Heinrich Midler 
sent him to Minsk to cake a look at' the methods with which the 
’■Jewish problem was being solved" there. 

Here is Eichm.nnr. ' s report on his trip. "It was ; very 
col- and richer cloudy day when I arrived at the place 
action detachment had chosen. 1 was freezing, though I A' re 
a leather coat that rtacued down to iny ankles. There wi-a 
big ditch running across the field. It looked like an 
antitank oitch to me; I stopped up closer ar.d saw that j.lout 
half of the ditch was filled with corpses -- naked ocra,(s 
of men, women, old people, and children. Then another Inch 
of Jews -was marchdc'. over. There were about 150 of the;:- In 
all this told Wr.ntl.nr, they had to strip down to nothing und 
they had to step on the corpses in thr ditch. Evorythsrg wont 
on amid weird silence. Nobody complained, r.ooody criei’ . 

"At the last moment, wnen the oyocution saua'* \ns cocking 
its submachine guns, I noticed how a Jewish women grasped a 
<"h*ld — - r bout- me or 2 yea.-s .old -- and took :t ini’ - '..or ,-r <? ;

she turned around as though she wanted to shield the- child. I 
felt like jumping down and saving the child, but I was’ too Into. 
The bullets were whistling all over the place; the child was 
hit in t ho head and' its brain 'splattered on my coat. 

: "I had my driver take me back .to my billet and' wo removed 
the blood and brain stains. I realized quite' clearly that this 
was an inhuman solution and I wont to Berlin immediately in 
order to report to dueller whet I had soon and to ask him 
whether wo could net find a mere humane method. 

"Mueller listened to' my report and then he gave' mo a long 
look; I did not know whether ho pitied me for my weakness or 
whether ho despised mo for it." 

A few months later, a "mure humane" method was found; 
once again dueller thought it necessary to let Eichmann take a 
look at this mthod. He sent him to Lublin, where buses were 
being used for the extermination of the Jews; tho exhaust gases 
of the ongincs were piood into the interior of tho bus; as 
Mueller put it, "the whole thing is over and done with in 3 
minutes." 

ricijmnn went to Lublin and found that Mueller's infor- 
mation was incor rcct . Eichmar.n was shown a bus into which 
about 80-100 Jews had been squoozod. The door, was' closed ar.d 
xhe driver asked Eichmann to join him in the cab, and off thoy 
went. After a few minutes, the people inside began to scream. 
The driver’ suggested Eichmann take a look’ inside through the 
peephole in the rear wall of the driver's cab.' There was a 
light burning inside the bus, where the Jews wore fighting a 
life and death struggle. Thoy had beer, under way for 5 minutes 
but the noise inside the bus was still going on. 

"Vrny don't take a peek inside," said the driver to 
Eichmann. 

But Eichmann could nob. He ■■as simply scared . Be tried 
to’ force himself bun just as ha turned, he saw a hand clawing 
at the windc-v; then he asked tho driver to stop because he 
wanted to get out. "Take it easy, we'll get this done in a 
jiffy," 3nid the orivor. Thoy .undo a U-turn on, the wide high- 
way and drove back to canp. It took a full, 15 minutes unt 1 
all was quiet in tho bus. 

Eicnmanr. did not even wait until all the corpses had boon 
hauled out cf tho bus. He dashed to his car and immediately 
returned to Berlin. Onco again he reported vto Mueller and once 
again he asked him that an effort be made to devise a method 
which "would not expose the participants to such tremendous 
psychological strain." 
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The participants — of course Eichmann did not mean the. 
Jev's, wno were being tortured to death in this manner; he ir.ee i t 
the drivers and the 3S personnel — in other i"cHs, the nvirdeie^s 

Item magazine did not invent this description and it 
did not take it from any eye witness reports that have boon 
published ao for; this is all taken from Adolf Bichiirna’s 
personal notes and from th» verbal repetition- of tail's Fich- 
mann bad with friends in Argentina . 

When Eichmann reported to l*ueller for +he second time 
and again asked for a "mere humane" method. Mueller — as 
Eichmann told his friends — "once again gave me th.:.t long, 

I might say fatherly look; with this enigmatic fellow, I 
never knew what this look r eally meant. Perhaps I should 
have been ashamed for having been so soft -- for, after all, 
this vas a problem whose solution was vital as far as Oerraanv 
was "concerned. After all, the Jews had declared war on us 
through Zionist leader Chaim Wei zmann." 

Nothing describes the real personality of the then 
Muior Eichrannn better than these two inoidents, told by him- 
self. Ore. is real.ly reluctant to make any comment at all 
on this. 

• And though we can hear Ficbmanri 1 s shaky voice on tape 
as he keeps emphasizing that he was r.o destroyer, that he 
had only rounded up the Jewfe, it is clear that Eichmann knew 
exactly what was happening to the shipments 'vhich always ended 
up at the concentration camp railroad stations at Ausohv.itz, 
Majdar.elc, or Tieblinka. 

In the meantime, a chief clerk from the ’'Office of th; 
Fuehrer" by the name of Viktor Brack had found the method 
which — according to a document of 25 October 1041 now in oui 
hands -- was approved by S'* Lieutenant Colonel Eichmann, 
desk officer for Jewish Problems in the Raich Sacurity .'air. 
Office: annihilation of the Jews in the gas chambers. 

No one can contradict r.dolf Eichmanr, the correct 
bookkeeper of death, when he says today: "Wnot haopened to the 

Jaws after I had rounded them up v.as really none of my busi- 
ness," Buc here is the catch: only those coul^ be gassed 
who had beer "rounded up" by Eichmann. Tho gas chamber "was 
only the last stop; and the engineer of the train going there 
was named Adolf, Eichmann. 

Bfe have a whole series of eye witness who car. tell us 
about what really happened, in t he extermination camps. 

Lost Stop: Au3oiawqitz 

In his scientific report on the "final solution," ths 
British historian Gerald Rcitlinger describes operations 
at tho Auschwitz death factory, whole four gassing inu^alla- 
. o.r.- with co'ps: elevators leading to tho cremation ovai... 
vor . '-f-.lly o c ;r;ti -.nr-l" 'My 191a. 


The gos chambers were canou flawed as shower rooms anrl 
were located underground ; they vmre covered wi th well-manicured 
lawns dotted with mushroom-shaped cement statues. These fig- 
ures had openings through which the SS medical sergeants, after 
unscrewing tho lids, dropped Zyklon B in the form of amethyst- 
clue crystals; cne latter dropped through a metal shaft into 
an acid container ir. the- gas cellar, 30 that lethal gases 
were generated. 

Here is Reitlinge'r ‘ s report, based on eyewitness ac- 
counts. "The gas slowly poured through the holes in the 
insertion shafts. Most of the time, the victims were jammed 
together much too tightly to notice this right away; but 
in some cases, there were so few of them in the room that 
they would sit or, the floor; this gave them a chance to get 
a look at the showers, ouc of which there was no water com- 
ing, ana at the floor, which oddly enough did not have any 
\rat-;r drainage channels. Then they noticed tho gas and in 
vrilu punic thoy would press nvrav from the lethal columns 
and threw themselves at the huge iron gate with the little 
window, whore they piled up into a single, blue, sticky, 
hlood- soaked pyramid, clawed and knotted into each other 
in leath." 

"Twenty- five minutes later, the electric suction pumps 
removed the gas-saturated air; the big iron gate was opened, . 
and the me: of the Jewish special squads entered; they woro 
gas masks and rubber boots, and were equipped with water 
hoses. The first thing they had to do was to noso tho 
blooo and excrements away and to pull the knotted corpses 
apart with slings and hooks. This v.as the prelude to thc- 
gruosoiiie search for gold and the removal of hair and den- 
tures, which the Germans considered critical war materials. 

Then cane the trip with the elevator or rail car to the 
ovens and the mill, which ground the cremation remnants into 
fine ask; then same the trucks which, dunroed the ashos into 
the river. This was the routine procedure in cases where a 
crematory had to handle only 200 or 300 victims; but in the 
summer of 1944, the death factory ms not working sc orderly. 
Let me quote Dr. Bcndel's statement in Luoneburg. 

'"How begins the real hell. The special squads try to 
work as fast as possible. In mad haste they pull the corpses 
by their -vrists. They look like devils. Men who earlier 
had human facos are no longer recognizable. A lawyer from 
Salonika, an eloctrical engineer from Budapost — they are 
no longer human beings., find during ail this tire, people 
are being- ohot in front of the graves — peoplo who could 
no longer be jammed into the gas chambers because they were 
overcrowd id . . Tire job is r-.sr after I 7 hours anc, oi w 
aga m, crora'crrv No 4 har- finished off a shipment."' 
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But the deviltry did not consist only in the fact that 
Jews were being used for the hideous work in the gas chanbors 
and cromatories ; these iron wore merely postponing thoir own 
execution by a few weeks. 

This organized murdor was accompanied by another, 
perhaps even more oruel tragedy whose consequences can still . 
oe seen today, Fichmann's roundup men regularly used the 
existing Jewish organizations to corral the Jews for d ea th 
transports.’ 

In Vienna ana Prague, Eichmann had reestablished the 
Jewish organizations and institutions in or'or to have some- 
one to deal with and g:ve orders to. how once again, Jewish 
councils and a Jewish police were set up in the ghettoe3 of 
the Polish cities, these bodies were soon almost as droad.od as 
the S3. For they decided on who was xo oc deported to the ex- 
termination camps whenever the Germans domandod a shipment of 
poople , 

The Jewish councils delivered hho goods; they were thuj 
forced to become tnc tools of the Si extermination raachino — 
perhaps in the hope of being able to savb a few poople hero 
and there, perhaps in an endeavor to win e peried of graco for 
themselves. Whan they- recognized too l$tc what they had been 
misused for, most of these Jewish councils voluntarily went 
to the gas chambers* Few survived. 

Bux the burning hatred of the surviving victims still 
follows these’ Jewish councils and policemen, fur beyond thei r 
nameless graves. 

And it is hetroa ’which today stands betweon those who 
at the height of the o.xtorrcina cion wave implored thoir ov/n 
people on the ocher s.i.dc of tho fronx liras for nelp and thou? 
peep In who replied to them with a bookkeeper's argument: about 
proper accounting nnd to on — completely misunderstanding 
tho horrible things, that wore going on. 

Too most s'nr.kin document of this tragedy it the report 
or. tho end of the Hungarian Jews. 

Hungary v.as an ally of bermrqjj but. it w* s not rabidly 
anti Semitic . Of . course, tho younger Jewish men had boon 
cir-ftcc for a sort cf forced labor and under miserable con- 
ditions had. to dig fortifications in the East; but tiio other 
Je>vF lived more or less unhindere J . lives, so that Hungary 
became a refuge for the Slovak Jows and tho fow Polish Jews 
v.ho had eucapcd from the Polish ghntxoos; all of these peoplo 
wore threatened with deportation and gassing. 

A Jewish aid and rescue committee handled tho smuggling 
of people across the border and tho lodging ana care for- . 
refugees. t7?.th tho help of German, counterintelligence agonts

to Istanbul, through which information was oxclvngcd and money 
could be obtained for aid drives. 

and than came Id March 1944; the German array occupied 
Hungary and in its waka came Adolf Eiahmann to organize the 
"final solution" in Hungary too. He found willing helpers 
in. the Hungarian Arrow-Cross men -- the Hungarian fascists 
— who had come to power in Hungary after the Gorman occupa- 
tion. 

Tho rescue committee was used, to negotiate with the 
Germans as a rosult of its contact with the helpful Gorman 
counterintelligence men. Tho committee now decided to send 
two negotiators to the SS -- they were Dr. Reszoe Kastner 
and Jool Brand. 

These two men first contacted Eichmann's right-hand man 
Si> Captain Dieter Wisliceny. They lmew that Wislioony had 
once before let 50,000 SlovaK Jews go for 100,000 Dollars. 
Human Slave Trade 

They asked Wislincey whether there was any chance to 
negotiate — "on a business basis" — for a cancellation of 
the order deporting Jews to Auschwitz. Wisliceny said y r es 
and offered ioo, uOO Jews for emigration, but asked for 2 mil- 
lion Dollars -- lCji as cowr.paymont in Hungarian Pengoo, which 
was 6.3 million Pongoc or Reichsmark. 

Frantically the roscuo committee tried to rustle up the 
sum. In the meantime, tho Hungarian gendarmery was herding 
the Jews into ghottoos oil over Hungary. At one time, Kastner 
turned over 3 million Pengoe and another time he turned over 
Ifr million Fangoe. He was assured that 600 Jews, for whom u 
ship hud been rande ready at Constanta, could emigrate to J.s roe 

And tnen Kastner ana Joel Brand had to face Fichmnr.n. 
The latter offered them a fantastic deal: ono million Jews 

for 10,000 trucks, und few tons of tea and coffee. 

Eicnrcanr offered a million human livos from Hungary, 
Slovakia, and Germany -- wherovor desirable. What Kastner and 
Brand did not know v/ns that Eichrannn coula hardly drum up that 
many Jews at that time. 

EiOvmann further suggested that Brand go aboard to lay 
the groundvrork for tho barter. Eichmann doclaroa that he woui 
wait with his deportations — but no more tnnn 2 weeks. 

A German courier plane brought Brand to Istanbul. 
Kastner and tho eommittoe in Budapest were anxiously waiting 
for news. 

There was no news forthcoming. 

In Istanbul, Joel Brand reported what was in store for 
the Hungarian Jews. But the representatives of the Jewish 
Agency, the zionists, the ortl.od.r, the ILpai -•■ they oil we> j 
b* ck'-ring itner;:. thgmso' 1 .vet; '•aoh grov ■> regot'' oted , -para vly 
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with Grand c.nd bo smirched tho other groups; they did not rooli’, a 
that every hour lost meant several hund"od human lives snuffed 
out. 

Brand die net oven went trucks; he wanted primarily a 
guarantor!, n written statement, which ho could show as proof 
tne.t negotiations are in progress; ho wanted a chance to gain 
tine to stop the extermination machinery, ovon if only for a 
few hours. He got nothing. 

. The Jewish organizations wore unr.bla to hiae brand, who 
did not have any Turkish visitor visa, oven for one day; but 
in Budapest, right under the noses of the SS, they wero hiding 
thousands . 

Thoy sent Brand on to Aleppo; they did not prevent tho 
British from arresting him and holding him fo*- months. Of 
course, brand was .veil treated and wr.s even invited to parties. 
On one of these occasions, ho net Lord Moyne, British Jtnister 
of State for the Near East. 

Brand implore:! him for holp. And hero is Lord Moyne's 
roply: "frhat on oarth am I going to do with a million Jews? 

Whore am I going to put them?'' Lord Moyne paid for this remark 
■with his life; ho vraa murdored by Jewish terrorists in 1944. 

After some months, Brand met Toddy. liollek, then ns today 
a close side of David Bon Gurion, Israel's prime minister today. 
But all he got from Kollek was sympathy! 

In the neantime, Fichmann's 2-woek deadline had run out. 
In Budapest, Kustner tried to calm Sichmann who was furious. 

The deportations organ. At a hellish rate, quite without 
precedent in tho history of Jewish oxteianination, tho Jews 
were being shipped to Auschwitz from the ghettoes in the 
provinces.' Tho gas chambers wore barely able to handlo tni s 
influx ar.d v.-orkwd day and night. 

The rescue ooiiirictoo in Budapest wus sending cables to 
the Allies, csking that tho rail renters, :, ia which the trans- 
ports wore being routed, be bonbod.

Tint was an inhuman task. Kow do you pick 600 for 
survival out of 500,000?

But without a list, Fichrann would not reloasc anyone. And 
so, tho committee drew up tho lists. 

The people were actually picked up in tho provincial 
ghettoes; they were selected at random. The SS drivers were 
bribed to bring raoro along. 
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. Becher was furious. He did not come all the way to the 

Swiss horder to listen to such lectures. Bochor lefc. Kastner , 

sent him telegrams which soundoa hopeful; he implored Saly 
Mayer to give some sort of assurance in order to keep the 
negotiations going anu to delay the deportations. After all, 
it would not bo nocessery to follow through on those guarantor's. 

Saly Mayor coolly rejected the suggestion. He war ac- , 

customed to keeping his promises ar.d would therefore rot agree 
to anything he could not deliver on. 

' Xastnor told, the Germans that the dslay v.-as caused bj . : 

foreign currency difficulties and arranged for further negotia- 
tions at the border. Saly Mayer declared nc hir.d beer authorized 
"not to nay 'No' to the suggested deal." ■?cll, then why don't; 

. you say yos, begged Xnstner. Mayer maintained that he oould nt. o 
do that. Again, failure. 

The same happened on tho third try. Mayor offered Beohc * 

15 million Swiss francs, but on a blocked account, to be col- 
lected. after the end of tho war. Becher knew that this meant ; 

nothing. ■ _ i 

The deportations to. Auschwitz, which had been suspended • 

temporarily, now were resumed. 

More than 500,000 Jews were living in Hungary when Ih e 
final solution was begun there^ A third of them survived the ' ' 

war, including several thousand who were saved by the rescue ! • 

committee which -- in adoption to its human slave trade with 
tho 3S -- managed to hide, thousands, made nryruis out of 
thousands of others with the nrlp of forge' 1 papers, and pro- 
vided. thousands . more unth' forgod .passports of neutral powers 
for protection. 1 

After the war, Kastner and Brand reported on their rescue 1 

work; tney'werc convinced that it would have been possible to 
mako a deal- with Hichmann and Bocher and that more people could 
have been saved; their reports aro laced with bitteraaccusatioas 
against th030 vrtio were sitting snug and safe, who did not see 
or did not want to sec all the horrors, and who did not help !• 

tho way thoy could have helped. ' 

Since that time, tho tragic story of tho final solution 
in Hungary has been a festering wound which is still hurting 
the Jewish people. Those who were not on the rescue lists and ! 

managed to survive nevertheless new hate those who put names 
other than thoirs on thaso lists. Those who were desperately I, 

trying to save livos and wore haggling with the devil, now 
hate those they feel deserted thorn at tho time. 

And tho latter reply by accusing those, who et the time 
were dealing with Eichmann ana his final solution men, of . , 

treason and collaboration. 
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Slanderous paraphlots Against Dr. Kastner v.-ore distributor 
in Israel. He was charged with being a hangmann of the SS; 
to save his own skin, he was paid to nave sent thousands to 
the gas chambers. 

Kastner fought back and sued the slanderers, but the 
latter were acquitted in Israel in 1955 and th9 270-page long 
verdict confirms thoir charges. 

The feud of the pro-Kustaer and con-Kastner forces 
caused the downfall of the Israeli government coalition at that 
time; the election campaign following soon thereafter was over-

On 4 March 1957. Kastner was shot uown on a Tel A/iv 
street in broad daylight.

Life with his family.' in Tuouman in northern Argentina

Their mother did not use that name quite as openly. Sh.j 
did r.ot have an Argentine idontity oardj'whon asked for her 
name, she gave her maiden name, whic-h was Liebl. Sue hardly 
anyone ever askeci her; since she was living with the ’'Austrian 
engineer" Ricardo Xle-ticnt, she was simply "Mis. Klement" to 
the few people the family was in contact with. Finally, she 
■called herself Catalina Klement. 

In the soring of 1963, the hard but peaceful life in the 1 
mountains of Tucumon ended. The Capri .Company, wnicn was doing, 
preparatory work for pov.-or plant construction for the govern- 
ment there, v/ent bankrupt. Tho government contracts of the firm 
ran out and the company wns dissolved: ano Eichmann/KIeraeht was

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Until 19S4, Eichmann manager! to make a living, oven though 
a modest one; but he was astonishingly successful in remaining 
unpursued and undiscovered. First, as lumber jack in North 
Germany, then as surveyor in Argentina, and finally -- after a 
few stops in betvroen — as manager of the "Sevon Palms" rabbit 
ranch in the littlo village of Joaquin Gorina, about 70 Fra from 
Buenos ,dres. 

This was the sort of job he roallv liked: he was de- 

pendent and he was his own boss in a deserted region. Ho had 
rauoh time to himself on the rabbit ranch. Ho used his spare 
time to read and he road his books thoroughly; he made numerous 
marginal notes which throw a characteristic light on the trwistca 
and oddly immature thinking of this man. 

For instance, he writes tho following on tho flyleaf of 
the book Das Atom /The Atom/by Dr. Fritz Kahn. 

’’Like otner books on the some subject, I ’digostori' this 
book mentally and found in it a marvellous confirmation of the 
national socialist 'belief in God* — tho so-called 'God-belief. ’ 
And I am warning my children to put all this under the seme 
heading, because this 'God-belief is remotely related to the 
materialistic teachings of communism, i.e., to Leninist materi- 
alism, which is derived from Marxism. 

"Marxist-Leninict doctrine teaches materiali s»n, which is 
cold and lifeless. 

"'God-belief' on the other hand is hearty, natural, and 
always alive. , - 

"But unfortunately I must fear' that, considering the 
mental preoccupation ar.d ignoranco of my three sons, all this 
will only bo chaff to thorn. And this I regret." 

His sons, who m o obviously bright, since they d o not. 
know what to do with the unadulterated ideological trash of 
their father, are no longer with Eichmann at that time. The 
family continued to live in Olivos and looked '’orwarc! to Uncle 
Ricardo '3 visits on weekends. 

Eichmann maintains the fiction of. being Ricardo Itlemonc, 
a cousin of the missing Adolf Eichmann, though at least the two 
older sons must have realized by now that "Uncle Ricardo" is 
their fathor. 

But they join in this hide-and-seok game, for they know 
that their father is being sought as a war criminal. Eichmann 
himself had told thorn — though, of course, in his own way. 

He told them what he himself had thought up as his excuse 
or 'justification: their fathor was being sought; he would to 

chargod with horrible deeds, but all that vras not truo; he was 
lover chything tut c conscientious, off ici ai wno did .-.'hat . ■ 
a ‘.old b”.t who novor killed c.ne single oerscr. 
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Eichmann-Klemont stopped up this intrafamily propaganda 
campaign about his innooenco after ho once mnro became a father 
in the spring of 1956. Vera Fichmann brought a son into tho 
■world who was registered officially as an illegitimr. to child 
under the maiden name o£ the mother, i.q., Liobl. He is 
baptized Ricardo. Francisco — Ricardo £br tho assumed name of t v . 
father, and Francisco for tho priest who in 1950 obtained a 
Vatican passport for Eichmcnn and thus aided him in his escape 
to Argentina. 

The tirth of this child triggered a sort of self- jv'sti fi-- 
cation mania in Eichmann. Ho wants to prevent tho child fror 
growing up in the belief that he has a mass murdoror or at 
least an executioner for a fithor. He triod to sot his oldoi 
sons straight on this, score and he v,ns successful, but now, in 
the hope of finding confirmation for nis opinion, he triod some- 
thing for tho first time which he had carefully avoided in tie 
past . 

Ho admits to friends who he is and engaged in endless 
talks. Ho reads everything that was published after the war 
about his sphere of activity — the "Jewish problem." Desper- 
ately, he olings to the only thing ho can cite as justification 
for his activities: his oath on the flag, performance of duty, 

obedience to orders, ^ichmann’s relentless hatred descends 
on anyore who strayed from this path, anyone who in the last 
hours of the "Thousand-Year Roich" placed human feelings abeme 
’unconditional obedience. 

The man, to whom feelings such as hatred have seen alior 
•intil thon, who soborlv and coldly sent hundreds of thousands 
ef human beings to horrible death, now develops unbridled 
cession wnon the basis for his self- justification is shaken. 

He road the book Die letzten Tags der Koich , ’kanzloi 
/The. Last Devs of the Reich ChancorW’'by Gerhrrdh Boldt ana "ird.s . 
that author boldt was not loyel to his Fuehrer to tho very last 
breath. * 

Wo can gather Eichmanr. 's opinion on this' from his margins,, 
netos. The text of tho flyleaf begins with the words: "A young 
frontline officer (Doldt) in January 1945..." Eichmanr. crossed 
out the words "frontline officer" and writes "scoundrel" over 
it if He makes this change throughout the book. Wherever Boldt's 
name occurs in tho book, Eichraann changes it to "scoundrel," 
"traitori " on "s.o.b" 

In cne passage, Boldt reports that in the last days prir 
to the end of the Reich, high So leaders, until then snooty and 
arrogant, suddenly became very small and needed someone to loan 
on. And hero i3 Eichmann's marginal ncte. "Tho author of thi^ 
book is a damn stupid anus- Hoi Hi re a swine." And elsewhere, 
Eiorireann wro ve ♦. ."The author -sr-rul' 1 be skinned aliv- f^r bis 
-f.-w-iown treason, With such skunks wo were bound- tc lo. o the ..e,-, 1 
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And finally we havo Eichmann's "resume" on tho last pages 
of the book. • • 

"1. Everyone can live the way he pleases. 

"2. But thon, one should not try to play officer — 
bocuuso't , 1 

”3. Being on officer means doing one's duty in accordance) 
witn the oath to the flag." ' 

And hero again we find the straw of "duty" which Eichnianr, 1 
clings to and in whoso defense he generates -r. passion and. a : 

vocabulary that he did not have at the time he v/ns coldly and 
lothally solving the "Jewish problom." 

He also read the statoiuents of his erstv.hilo friend urd 
subordinate Dictor TTislioeny at tho war crimes trials. «nd he 
becomes hotiy furious over the fact that Wislicony, liko many 
others, blames many things on mussing Fichmann in ordor to 
save their own skins. Honceiorth, he calls VTisliccny in his 1 

correcting marginal notes only a "misorablo pig" and an "anus | 

with oars ." * , 

Furiously ho also denies Wiclicony's report on a scntenci ‘ 
which he, Eichmann, is supposed to have said in the last days _ 
of the war: "...and' if it has to be. I’ll gladly jump into the 

pit, happy in the knowledge that 5 million Jews are going to bo ■ 
killed along with us." • 1 i 

The wording is accurate, excopt for one word, Fichmann 
agrees. He said "onemics of tho Reich," not "Jews"; and in this 
form, the sentence was quite sensible, ho maintains, for "i r 
our enemies are smashing our Peich, I will of ccurso be glad. • 

about every enemy who gets killed. " Then comes a long expluna- - 1 
tion why ho could not have said "5 million Jows" — because n"" 
less Jews were kill'd. He does not understand that it makes 
differonco whatever whether 2, 5, or 1 million wore killod; 
he simply coos not want to understand this. 

Friends and acquaintances woe used to talk to him in 
Argentina at that time describe him as a man who had brokon 
down inside; he had recognizea his unspaakablo guilt, buc he 
did not dare admit it to himself; stubbornly he kept looking * , 

for formal excuses in ordor not to have to judge himself. 

Occasionally, during tho long and empty hours on tho 
"Savon Palms" rabbit ranch, he ventures close be the brink of 
confession,' though ho tri^s. to mollify himself with endless ! 

oxcusea and ifs and buts. 

Elchmanr.'s Conscience 

Ho notes the following down:' "I am gradually getting 
tired of being a lonely wanderer, having to live between two 
worlds. Tho voice of my heart, which no man can. escape, always 
tolls me to look for peace. I would also liko to find peace

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character. And I would bo the Inst man who would net be prepared 
to surrendor to tho C-erman authorities, if I did not have to • 

’ consider the fact that tho public interest in this matter is 
still too groat to permit a cloar ar.d objective handling of tho . 
Cage, 

"Far be it from me to want to question the ability of t- - 
German courts to arrive at a just verdict; but I. still do not 
quite understand the legal status of a man who usod to receive 
sre’ors and who had tc fellow these orders in accordance -.vith hir. 
or.tn of office, oven though these might have been harsh orders. 

"I was never anything but a faithful, loyal, decent, oo; • 
rcct, and har-'-working SR man and official- in the Reich Se- 
curity i'ain Office; I was always moved only by idealistic coi.- 
siderotions for my fatherland, of which I had the honor to be a 
part. Dcon inside I was never an s.o.b. or a traitor. 

"Cospite conscientious self-examination, I must find th.v- 
I was neither ‘*a murderer nor a mass-murderer, find neither wrro 
my subordinates. 

"Bui, to stick to the truth closely, I myself would like 
to say that I‘,vas accessory to murder, beaauso I passed on the 
deportation orders, v.hich I myself received from someone else 
and. . -because at least a portion of these deported people wore 
kilWi, though by an entirely different’ agency .. . 

"I said that I would have to admit that I was an accessory 
to murdor, .if • I wanted to be really strict with myself. But I 
still cannot see clerrly whether I have the right to do so in 
tho face of mv subordinates. 

"I am therefore still locked in an internal struggle for, 
a^ter all, -as a former subordinate official, receiving errors 
from othor.s, I could of course not bo holier than the Pope. 

One must understand that. 

"l*y sub ioctives attitude toward things that actually 
happened at the time was my belief in tho national emergency 
preached at the time bv the Reich leadership, 'iesirios. 1 
also had an increasing belief in tho need for a total var, 
because -I had tc believe increasingly ir. the constant announce- 
ments of tho government of tho German Reich at the time to tU 
effect that it would be victory in this total war or downfall 
for the gorr.an nation. On the basis of this understanding, 1 
did my duty with a cloan conscience and a trusting hoart." 

So much for Eichmann on Eichmann. 

A truly frightening document --this attempt of his to 
hido behind the oath on tho flag, duty, i nd obedience. It is 
even. worse than the confessions of the perverted butchors in 
the concentration camps who. — totally dull and completely u:- at h 
ta raaliae what they wore doing - chough; that human life 
T.jor - noth ; ng, 
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Sichmann was neither pevvorteb nur dulj.; according to h: s 
own credible testimony, he was rather sensitive. Still, this nnl. 
quite knowingly signed the deportation orders v.hich meant death 
for many hundreds of thousands. A macabre example of the total 
misunderstanding, the total perversion of the original Prussian 
concept of doty, which placed the sense of responsibility of t! : 
subordinate above obedience and of which only one hulf — Mino 
obedience — retained under the swastika. 

This sort of deadly, murderous adulteration of this cone' / 
is tne factor Eiclimaan falls back on as he tries to justify hir • 
self with "oath on the flag" and "duty." This is a hopeless try. 
For Eichraann was not so dumb and prii.dtive as to be unable to 
realize whst he really was -- with or without orders from higher 
up. Ho wa3 an executioner and ho knew it as long as he was uha - 
at thet time he hrd neither inhibitions, nor tho desire to clo.:...* 
that ho vas forced tc do all this by orders from higher up. «xn 
ho will have tc shoulder the responsibility for this. 

The rest of the history of this executioner can be told 
quickly, By the middlo of 1958, the peaceful life on ihs "Seven 
Palms" rabbit ranch wa3 over. Tho firm was dissolving this pare, 
of its operation and Adolf Biehmnnn wps unemployed once again. 

But he had made plane for just such a contingency. . He 
had laid money aside, not only fur living, but also for the 
construction of a home. 

This forced period of unemployment came at a good time and 
gave him a chance to carry out his dream of a homo of his own. 

Ho bought some swamp land far from the city of uuenos Aires, 
near Eancnlari,. on Garibaldi Street.

Before he star tod building, he prepared painstakingly 
exact plans — employing the samo sort of minute exactitude 
which with lg- decades earlier ho had dispatched shipments to 
Auschwitz. Weoks in advance, he drew ip a work schedulo lor 
each day: first, the western wall, then the door franos,' and 

\7hat not. 

At that time -- at tho end of 1S5B -- he probably felt 
almost 1005' safe- At any rate, he made no special afforts to 
hide hia identity. His wife, bought the building materials for 
the house, but she now began to call herself by her real nano. 

\ bill from the Cabora Construction Materials Company, dated 
17 Docembcr 1959, is made cut to a "Ser.ora Liebl do Eichmonn." 


While work on his pillbox-like house progressed slowly, 
Eiohmann tried to get another job. In March 1959 ha found one. 
'.-ercedos-3enz of Argentina was Advertising for jobs; Eiohmonn 
alias Klement applied and war hired. 

Once again his organizing talent came to the force; in a 
few months, he worked his way up to the highest pay grade for 
medium-level employees; in rapid succession, he was given three 
raises and made suoh good money that' he was able to have his 
home in Bancalari finished in Iferch I960., he was able to move 
in. ' 

There he lived for not quite 2 months; then came the day 
which he nc longer feared — after it had failed to come for 15 

years: the day on which ^ie was seized by the hands of those 

whose loved ones he hod sent to Auschwitz or Treblinka. 

Aa al./ays, he had taken the bus to the Mercedes plant in 
San Jus to; he did his day's v ; ork and tool: the company bus; on 
that day — 11 May I960 — the bus was an hour late on account 

of a union meeting at the Mercedes plant; Eichmanu did not 

reach the last stop, where he usually got off and caught another 
bus to Bancalari, until dusk. 

An always, he went from the stop of the Mercedes bus 
the stop of the 195 bus line to San r'ernando-Bancalari; he was 
accompanied by a Hungarian fellow worker on that day. Eichmanr. 
bought cigarettes at a newsstand -- and was seen no more. Twjlv 
days later, Israeli Prime Minister Ben Gurion announced in the 
Knesseth, the Israeli parliament, that Eichmann was being held 
in Israel .

Stern magazine correspondents followed Eichmann's trei. 
over two continents. Thoy found out how and ‘.There he had 
been hiding since 194 5 t as Otto Heninger in North Germ-ny. 
as Ricardo Element- in Italy and Argentina. At the same 
• time, a reporter team of Stern magazine flew tc Tel Aviv. 

Egon Vacok reports on how - EicWann is being held prisoner 
. in Israel; he also reports the reaction of uhe Jews to 
the idcai "Our murderer is among us. 1 ' 

’‘V'hat is love?" one little boy asked another little boy in 
Tel Aviv. "Do you know what love is?" "Yes. That's when my 
parents go to the bedroom." "And then?"' "Then thoy shut the 
door." "And then?" "Then they talk German..." 

The Jewish doctor, v.he had emigrated from Germany in the 
thirties, looked at me quizzically. "1 bet you know that joke. 

No? That's an old one. T;e used to tell it here during the naz 
era. But after than it was no ionger true. Next to Hebrew, 

German used to be the most-talked language in our Babel of lan- 
guages here. Euc now, all of a sudden, the joke is back in cir- 
culation again." 

This week in Israel we ran into a wall of icy politeness, 
open contempt, immeasurable hatred, or — worse ^yet — deathly 
silence, when we told people viiere we vrero from. Richmann ' a 
arrest had opened up old wounds . in the bars, the people would 
get up from their tables and sit down somewhere else when they 
found out that we were from Germany. On tho beaches, they cba. ;-.j 
beach chairs. "You are all a bunch of Eichmanns, " wo ware tclr , 
and: "All Germans ought to be killed." Tho people who said 

this were older people. 

Tho young people faced tne "Eichmann case" and tho "Ge m 
caso" in a more' objective fashion. • They too of course had their 
outburst of fury. The big attraction in Israel is tho Tul nviv 
symphony orchestra. One of its concerts almcst had to bo carle:, 
off because the conductor insisted that the chorus in Gustav 
Mahler's Second Symphony sing English instead of German. The- '■■jj 
had to bo translated; the performers nod to learn the new words, 
and, according to music critics, tho whole thing sounded abomi:; 
able. Still, there was not a word of criticism on this in the 
Israeli newspapers. Thero ic little call for Gcrman’thoso days. 
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Did I say: little cail? Marlene Diotrich sang rocentlv s\v 

Tul nviv's largest movie house which holds over 2,000 people. 

There had been excited deoatos prior to her performance. Shoe!..’; 
sho sing in Gorman or should she not? Max lane sang German. 

Ghe sang not only of Johnny's birthuay, she sang not only sorgs 
from tho old novio. ,, Tho Blue Angel, 1 ' she also sang "Lili fairlea • " 
The orchestra seata were filled mostly with older people: despite 
the sticky weather, they had come in cheir dark suits and ties 
and long evening gowr.s -- something trmt is quite unusual in 
Israeli customs. Thoy sang the old songs from long-dead Berlin 
days and the tears were streaming down their faces. "I'm gorre ' 
to love from head to toe..." 

. "And now I am going to sing a song I learned in exile, " 
said Marlene. Exile, emigration -- the handkerchiefs ■ in the 
orohastra section carr.e cut in force. Later on, 1 saw many of .he 
audience sitting in the sidewalk cafes on Di.ingoff Road. They 
wore talking German. "Do you remember when we..." The radio 
orought tne latest news about Eichnann,^ Tho r.ows reports begin 
ar.d end with Eichmann, it seems. The reports, especially from 
abroad, ar u long, but they say little. 

in the evening there was knock on my hotel room door. It 
■was a journalist of the big Israeli newspaper Ha 'Arc z /Tno Lend/. 
"I hear you'ro .from Germany. Any news about the Hi china nn case"A 
Hdviv ivr.narn’s question is rhetorical. He knows that ws know 
more and that wo have on interesting document in our suitcase. 

This morning, the communist newspaper of the country had reported 
that two German journalists had tried to smuggle a coded letter 
into Eichmann' s cell. Eut they failed. 

"That's all a lot of nonsense, oh?" asked Haviv Kanaar.' 

"No, not all of it. 'To do have a letter addressed to 
Eicimanr. . But wo did not want to smuggle it to him. V,'o v.orc 
supooseu to hand it to the Israoli authorities. They have been 
refusing to accept it for a weojc riov-." 

"And where is that letter ncv. ?" 

V'e told him somf'thing that could no longer be kept secret 
new. rfc told him that 2 hours after our landing in Tel Aviv, 
wo hud reoertod to an Israeli government agency that he had a 
letter from Klaus Eixhmcnn to his frther. This latter hud been 
sent to Stern magazine in Hamburg opanly and wo had agreed to 
doliver Tbi only on the condition that it be handed to an of- 
ficio 1 Israoli agency, , ‘ 

v'o ranted to hand it to Ministir of Justice P.oson, whoso 
ministry is responsible for handling the Eichmann case. The 
secretary of the minister told un "The minister will soo you. 
in Jerusalem at five." As wo crossed the hotel lobby, the porter 
motioned bo us. "There was n call for you from the Ministry of 
Jr st' oo .■ i : r. ^oaon regrets. P* has an important mooting to 
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nrt-onf 1 ." V7e contacted Police Colonel .Solinger who is in charge of 
the investigation. "Mr. Solingor regrets. He definitely does 
not want to see any mere newspapermen.’ 1 

Wo contacted rlr. f-anihlac, the Tel Aviv police chief, to 
whom Klaus Eichmann had addressed tho accompanying ietcer. The 
police chiefs office told us: "Israeli regulations do not a! lor 

officials to accept personal letters. .Yhy don't you send the 
letter ray mail?" 

After a weok, we handed tne letter to Mr. Lar.dor, the 
Israeli government press chief.. He finally agreed to route it 
to police chief Nahmiao. Inndor actually passed the letter on. 

Ko mailed it to Nahmias, who lives in a house next no Lander's 
office. 

Later, Police Commissioner. Nahmias told ’Israeli newspaper- 
men: "Yos, I did got a lector from Klaus Eichmann, addressed t: 

his fathor." "Are you going to send the letter on?" "Will Eich-. 
mann bo permitted to read what his oldest son. wrote to him?" 
Nahmias ducks the question. He would route the letter to Police 
Colonel Solingor, wno is in charge of the interrogations. Anc 
Sclinger indicates: Eichmann will not get the letter -- at least 

not yet. 

In the letter, Klaus Eichmann, 25, states that he had 
found out that Undo Ricardo Element is his father. And since 
that happens to be the case, he would of course remain his son; 
he would 3tand by him and look out for the family; he would keep ■ 
watering the flowers in the garden of their home in Buenos Aire - 
And, oh yes, daughtor Monica has a cold. 

There is nothing sensational in this letr-er. Still, y;e 
asked tho press office to handle this . confidentially . We do no v 
'want to be the mouthpiece of the Eichmann family and wo do not 
want to be their messenger boys, Wc only thought that the 
government agoncy might be interested in the passage where Klaus 
Eichmann writes that the family had been taken to safety. 

Safety, indeed! 

British and American newspapers had written that tho 
Israelis had also kidnapped tho Fichmann family in order \o 
make Eichmann talk, if necessary. 

Tho lottor wus photostated in the Israeli documents ooncr; 
at Yad ashem. That is whero tho "leak" seems to have occurred’ 

Hariv Kannan looked at his --mitoh rather nervously. "I'v\ 
got a deadline to make. Thanks a lot for the story," And he 
ran out. The story that 3 tern ma'garino did not publish until 
much lator is hawkod by novsooys ail over Tel Aviv, Jerusalem, 

’and Haifa: "Stern correspondents bring lottor to Eichmann." 

The evening papers’ round out the story. For 2 aays the rclos 
are reversed. .Vo nr longer hunt info’-mation, we issue informa- 
a.-’ on. From. Gcr.w.ny, wc get the first reprints of the Sbcrn 


reports cn "Eichmann's last years." Vo give thorn to the nowspuner- 
raon. The Dross has enough material for the next 3 days. . "Stern 
magazine discovers Eichmcnn's trail since 1945." "Stern tells 
how Sichmann was able to fleo to .j-gentina." "Stern says Eich- 
mann was easy to catch." The reports furnish the headlines for 
tno front pages. 

All this commotion also had its good sides: our Israeli 

follow newspapermen would like 'to reciprocate. This is how. wo 
get information which the censor v.’ould not pass. 

How aid a German news magazine manage to come up with an 
impress: vely dotailed report, yos, even a sketch? Eichmann is 
sitting in rn underground interrogation camp somewhere along the 
sxtoncior. of the takeoff strip of Lydda Airport, otern was eton 
able tu give the location of the drainage pipe in the cell. Woll, 1 
now: Eichmann is not roally sitting tnero. He vrxs nover there.. 

And along the takeoff strio of Lud (Lydda) Airport, thore is no 
underground interrogation camp of the Israeli Socrot Sorvice. 

Adolf Eichmann sits in a Taggart iort north of Haifa. ‘ 

Sir Charles Taggart was a British police officer in India. 
'Afhcn the. Arab ter. orists stepped up their attacks on the Jews 
and British in 19o6, the British mandate government ordorod Sir 
Charles Taggart tc build aDout 50 forts on the Indian model. • 

These 50 forts were built in two series. First, we have the lor - .,, 
flat type with square towers for use in the plains; ana then v:e 
ha' _ o c, somewhat nighcr and narrower fort, with higher towers, 
for use in the mountains. 

Eichmann io in a flat-typo Taggart fort which was special' l? A 
furnish a a for this purpose. During the first days of his arrest, 
hj w-.s not held in this fort; it is assumed that he was held rt 
the Haifa police station, here is what some of his guards toM 
U3 aoout hi:: environment and about the way he is guarded. ' 

After a thorough screening of personnel files at police 
headquarters in Tol /.viv, oho men were picked for Eichmann’s 
guard, lr, addition tc their professional ability, all men h„d 
to moot the following requir cm: nts : they must not speak or 

understand German and they must not have lost any relatives in 
Gorman concentration camps. 

Still, thore must huvo beer, a leak somewhere. The gunids 
did not fine out until later what their job wr.s going to bo. (1 o 
old police sergeant then reported to police chief Nr.hraias and 
asked to bo reassigned. His mother, ho said, had been killed 
in a German concentration camp and he ooula not be suro that ho 
would not lose self control if ho wore to face her murderer — 
Eichmann. ... 


The guards were divided into throe detachments which wjro 
not to have any contact with each other; the guards lived like 
prisoners thomselves .in the Taggart fort. The first detachment 
watches Eichranr. in his cell, 24 hours a day. It s not armed 
but consists of strong policemen with jiujitsu training. One 
guard is in the cell at all times. 

The second detachment guards the cell bloc!: and the 
vicinity of tho fort. . The third detachment is the "supply unit.' 1 
It is responsible for food and clothing. In addition, a doctor 
is on duty all the time. The guard in the cell has orders alwr.y.- 
to keep at arm's length from Eichmann. 

The. guard shifts are unusually short, since the guards 
are supposed to be highly alert when on duty. Eichmann is allow.-a 
to communicate with his guards only in sign language when ho v/un:.- 
something. F.ichmann answers instructions by suying: . . "7os Sir-" 
Ami after ho has gotten ’That ho 'wants, ho must say "Thank you 
very much." 

The cell furniture consists c-f a woodou table, a v.ooder. 
chair, ana .an iron bod whoso logs aro comented into the floor - 
There is a mattress and a woe lor. blanket on tnc bod. Tho 
tomperaturc in the cell is "certainly far less hot than out- 
side.' 1 In Haifa, the temporature at the time was 35' C. 

The autnoritios hnvo worked out regulations that apply 
for any wish Eichmann could possible think up. Everything 
'Eichmann requosts. all his doings, arc entered in a "logbook" 
and all ontrios are chedked for any . suspicious regularities. 

There is no fixed aaily schedule: Eichmann gotc his breakfast, 

lunch, and supper at varying times; the daily o-hour interro- 
gation is also shifted, around. 

Eichmann "can see tho sun through a small window in th- _ 
roof." But. a light is constantly burning in the room. Eichmann 
sleeps well'; he v/akes up early. When ho wants to go to the 
washroom, there is a "special alert" for two squads of guards. 

The guard detachments are reinforced at that time. Eichmann 
may shave with an electric razor but the voltage ha3 boon 
reduced and tho switch is boyond his reach. He can use a stool 
mirror. 

Ho gets his maal3 from tho guard kitchor. . The cell gu,.rd 
picks out a plate at random. Eichmann has goof, appetite- and eo ie 
his meals completely. In the morning, he gets tomato salad, 
one egg, white choeso, marmalado, coffee or tea, and white breed - 
Lunch consists cf several coursos and he always gets moat; in 
tho ovoning he gets approximately the somo as in tho morning. •- 
He gets cigarettes ovory day. , 

Upon his reauost,. ho was given aornen books from tho oris, 
library -- but only with neutral topics, i.o., novels. Biohmn: 
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is allowod to wear glasses for his written statements during the 
interrogation- a nd during the reading hours.- Then he must return 
his glasses. Several dimes during the day, he gets a ohonoo to 
move around. a little outside his cell. 

Eichmann must, clean, his ov/n call with q .rag ana ho must 
also wash tho two khaki suits he was gaveii by tho Israelis. Ho 
is "cooporativo" during his interrogations. With his knowledge, 
all his talks aru recorded on tape. Tho Israelis say that 
Eichmann has not yet asked for counsel. 

If you ask for the reason for this oxtremely careful pro- 
tection, the -Israelis will tell you each time: "Your Skorzuny 

plucked Kussolini from a mountain stronghold and a newspapor 
man. slipped doering a poison capsule at Nurnberg." 

Tho Israelis intimate that Adolf Eichmann will only play 
a secondary role in his trial. His case is quite clear and the 
verdict is certain. Israel nas cbolishod tho doath ponalty in 
all cases but two: for espionage and high treason in warti.no 

and for nazi vmr criminals. Until now, the young stato has roc 
hrd to cxocute anyone. That is why thero was no exact idea as 
to new a possible death sentence again-st Eichmanr. would bo carried 
out . . 

The lottors tc the editor in the Irracli newspapers aid 
full of gruesome suggestions', l<-t him die of thirst in. the Negev, 
quarter him, torturo him to death.
